GOVERNORSHIP 
AND CONGRESS 
SEAT IN MAINE 


Gov. Muskie Re-elected 
by Big Vote — An- 
other Congress Race 
So Close It May Be 
Contested. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 11 
(AP) — Democrats won an im- 
pressive victory in the Maine 
election yesterday. 

Gov. Edmund S. Muskie was 
elected to a second term with 
the biggest vote ever given a 
Maine governor of either party 
running for re-election. His 
majority was more than 55,000. 
Maine has given only one other 
governor a second consecutive 
term since the Civil War. 

For the tirst time since the 
New Deal year of 1934, a Demo- 
crat was elected to Congress. 
He is Frank M. Coffin, 37-year- 
old Lewiston lawyer and chair- 
man of his party’s state com- 
mittee. He won by more than | 
7000 votes. 

The outcome of another con- 
gressional race was so close it 
may wind up before the House 
Elections Committee. Represen- 
tative Robert Hale (Rep.), 
seeking an eighth term in the 
First district, had a margin of 
only 28 votes over Democrat 
James C. Oliver, who as a Re- 
publican preceded Hale in Con- 
gress fromm 1937-43.

thus was eligible for con- 
tinued United States eco- 
nomic assistance. 

President Eisenhower is 
expected to act before mid- 
October, in accordance with 
the terms of the new foreign 
aid bill.

Venezuela formally pledged up 
to $33,000,000 yesterday for a 
new fund to advance economic 


development in Latin America. 
It urged that the other 20 
nations of the Organization of 
American States join in creat- 
ing the fund by agreeing to 
contribute a determined per- 
centage of their national budg- 
ets to it. 

Venezuela, which _ first 
broached the idea at the con- 
ference of American presidents 
in Panama City in July, said it 
would set aside up to 3.75 per 
cent of its budget, or the $33,- 
000,000, if other nations would 
contribute the same proportional 
amount, 

It added that the final form 
of the co-operative effort would 
be up to the contributing states. 

To observers here, it ap- 
peared obvious that the sug- 
gested maximum of 3.75 per 
cent suggested by oil-rich 
Venezuela would be far too 
high for the _ less-prosperous 
countries of Latin America. For 
the United States, it would 
mean a contribution of more 
than two billion dollars,

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He Invested in People 

St. Louis knew Edwin B. Meissner as an able 
industrialist who was not only devoted to civic 
affairs but devoted to them in an intensely per- 
sonal and humane way. His civic interest shone 
through his efforts on the Police Board and as 
head of the St. Louis Crime Commission. His 
interest in the welfare of individuals took him 
into work for racial progress and for the deaf.

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Suez to the U.N.? 


There is little hope in Egypt’s proposal of a 
new Suez conference in which Egypt would par- 
ticipate. Hope lies, rather in Col. Nasser’s talk 
of “a negotiated settlement within the letter 
and the spirit of the Charter of the United Na- 
tions.” London already has suggested taking 
the case to the Security Council. France may 
be expected to follow. Understandably Sec- 
retary of State Dulles is somewhat reluctant 
to go to the U.N., but it is improbable that he 
would withhold American approval should most 
of the other governments involved decide to 
appeal to this tribunal. 

Properly enough, the Secretary of State holds 
that the 1888 treaty.and his own plan are “with- 
in the letter and spirit of the Charter of the 
United Nations,” and that the nations which 
use the ¢anal have rights just as the Egyptians 
do. Australian Prime Minister Menzies hit on 
a happy comparison when he likened the Dulles 
proposal to a landlord-tenant relationship. As 
the landlord, Egypt's ownership and its right to 
rent would be undisputed. As the tenants, the 
users of the canal would have obligations and 
privileges, chiefly seeing to the uninterrupted 
and efficient operation of the waterway. 

Much of the trouble seems to stem from Col, 
Nasser’s interpretation of “international con- 
trol,” a phrase which President nhower used 
and then sought to modify. Perhaps the word 
“control” is too strong for the Egyptian. Per- 
haps he also feels that the West may back down 
from any position if he remains firm. If so, 
his attitude is unfortunate. 

Since Col. Nasser apparently will not re- 
consider, why not go to the United Nations 
Assembly? There he would have a “conference” 
of more than 45 nations. Meanwhile the Se- 
curity Council might keep an eye on the opera- 
tion of the canal, refraining from action except 
if traffic comes to a standstill. It would have 
undoubted jurisdiction in such an emergency. 
Short of that, the task is more than ever one 
for patient diplomacy. 
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Cut-Rate Education 

A Missouri Senate-House committee studying 
higher education will have to sift carefully the 
information being gathered from other states. 

First the committee heard that five Southern 
states plan to continue segregated institutions 
of higher learning. This does not help Missouri 
much, Missouri has already desegregated its 
state colleges and university and is not going to 
turn back the clock. 

The joint committee is studying particularly 
the future of Lincoln University, formerly for 
Negroes. And here again the fact of desegrega- 
tion must be admitted. About half of Lincoln's 
summer students were white. And Lincoln has 
even had to remove some Southern schools from 
its football schedule because there are white 
players on this year’s Lincoln team.

In sum, Missouri is far too niggardly 
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young Edmund 8S, Muskie of ,Waterville, son of 
a Polish immigrant, overcame the 
paigning of Vice President Nixon in behalf of 
Maine’s then Republican Governor, Burton M. 
Cross. Tall, earnest Ed Muskie became Maine’s 
first Democratic Governor in 20 years and with 
a majority of 22,000. 

As 1956 is a presidential election year, 
would have been a remarkable occurrence for 
Gov. Muskie even to win re-election, as Maine 
voters might well have been expected to return 
to their traditional electoral habits. Had he won’ 
by half his 1954 margin it would have been a 
notable political event. 

But the surprising fact is that Maine voters 
have more than doubled Gov. Muskie’s majority 
of two years ago. Running against the Repub- 
lican Speaker of the House at Augusta, Willis 
Trafton, the Democratic Governor polled ap- 
proximately 180,000 to 124,000 for the Republi- 
can. This gave Gov. Muskie a majority of more 
than 50,000—and, so the Associated Press re- 
ports, the biggest vote ever received by a Maine 
Governor of either party in being re-elected. 

Even more significant are the results for 
Maine’s three seats in the House of Representa- 
tives. In the Second District, young Frank M. 
Coffin, Democratic state chairman and a Bates 
and Harvard law graduate, has defeated a Re- 
publican State Senatcr by more than 7000 votes. 

And in the First District, seven-term G.O.P. 
veteran Robert Hale holds a lead of only 28 
votes over Democrat James C. Oliver in a total 
of 116,000. It will take the official canvas to 
determine whether Maine has elected two Demo- 
crats to the House. ° 

Were these proportions projected nationally 
the results would of course be phenomenal. The 
wonder is that party leaders in Maine did not 
see the change coming and act to reduce the 
identification of President Eisenhower with the 
outcome. For the Maine G.O.P. said it would 
be “a test of Ike’s popularity” and the Republi- 
can President himself, in a statement to Maine 
voters, called for “a Republican sweep.” 

The nation may or may not go the way Maine 
has gone, but we can be sure the 1956 results 
from the Pine Tree State will be a factor right 
down to the opening of the polls on Nov. 6. 
One consequence is certain: Republican and 
Democratic camps alike will work harder now. 
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Naval Flying at Scott Base 

Would Scott Air Force Base, near Belleville, 
be a good place for the naval flight training 
activities, now at Lambert-St. Louis Field? 

The question arises now that it is known that 
a government co-ordination group is considering 
Scott Base and several other possible sites for 
the naval program. 

Scott now is a command center at which the 
Air Force conducts various training programs 
which do not involve flying. Of course, it is a 
mbst busy military airport as well. But if the 
Navy program could be accommodated without 
a great expansion, its location there would have 
such side-advantages as use of the usual military 
facilities at the Illinois base. It would also sat- 
isfy those residents of St. Charles county who 
do not want jets overhead. 

What is important to St. Louis is that the 
operation of the fast fighter planes be separated 
from the ever-increasing civil aviation of a grow- 
ing metropolis. Involved here is not merely 
competition for the use of runways, but also 
the elimination of the risks of accident which 
go with the operation of speedy military craft 
at a crowded municipal airport. Whether the 
decision be for a new military field or for the 
apparently more economical move to Scott— 
which should not be too difficult now that the 
services are under a single authority—it should 
be made soon for safety’s sake. 
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Swift and Sure 
Herbert W. Bates, 17 years old, was the driver 
of a stolen automobile who struck and killed a 
pedestrian last Tuesday while police were pur- 
suing Bates. He continued to flee and it took 
detective work to bring him to book. Just as 
the law provides, Bates was tried. The evi- 
dence resulted in his conviction with a maxi- 
mum sentence of 15 months in the Workhouse 
and an $800 fine. No time was lost in seeing that 
this case, in which there were no mitigating 
factors, was processed. Although even the max- 
imum penalty is a light one, the punishment 
was swift and sure. That is the way it should 

be. Here is a warning to others. 
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Tame; F'leecy and Mechanical, Too? 
Ever devoted to culture and the high arts, we 
hasten to take a poet’s word for the state of 
poetry—especially since the word is good. Ran- 
dall Jarrell, whose work you are likely to find 
in the Kenyon Review edited by John Crowe 
Ransom, has been named consultant in poetry 
to the Library of Congress, and he has properly 
made this the occasion for a pronunciamento: 
Most modern poetry isn’t modern any 
more, It is as simple and lyrical and roman- 
tic as poetry ever was. The new poets scan. 

They have rhyme and rhythm. The idea that 

they are wild and woolly is no longer true. 

Today the young poets are tame and fleecy. 

This is fine; and let there be-no quibbling as 
to whether Shelley and Byron were “wild and 
woolly” or “tame and fleecy.” That would just 
be dodging Mr. Jarrell’s well-made point. But 
he did say something disturbing. He said that 
Edna St. Vincent Millay was the last poet read 
by young men to young women in canoes. Con- 
temporary poets are not read; they are heard 
on gramophone records. Indeed his chief job 
at the Library of Congress will be to get more 
of them on records. 

Of course poetry always was meant to be 
heard. It is song. But it also must’ be written. 
And we cannot, somehow, separate writing and 
reading. If you skip reading, we fear, soon you 
also will skip. writing. So we are a bit disturbed 
by having not a book, but a record-player in 
that canoe. And if we concede that the machine 
has an advantage after dark, what happens 
the banjo?

The Mess in Mass Transportation Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Research expert for Mayor's Committee on Mass Transporta- 
tion in Baltimore describes three inventions that might help 
more people without congestion in cities; helicopter offers limited 
use, monorail is better, but new conveyor-car seems most hopeful.

What will be done to save the mod- 
ern city? There is something to be said 
for doing nothing. 

Given enough rope—or automobiles— 
the modern city will simply continue to 
strangle itself until, in desperation, it 
will accept radical solutions. 

Three inventions that are talked of 
as playing a vital 
role in the future 
city transportation 
picture are the heli- 
copter, the mono- 
rail, and the con- 
veyor belt. The 
helicopter can be- 
come a real factor 
in an urban mass 
transportation sys- 
tem, but only under 
very special circum- 
stances. For trips of 
less than 40 miles 
the helicopter is 
unable to compete 
with the railroads, and for trips over 
260 miles it is unable to compete with 
conventional aircraft. It is only for dis- 
tances between 60 and 140 miles that 
the helicopter is appreciably superior 
to both the railroads and the airlines. 


In the monorail system, cars are sus- 
pended over the street from a rail that 
is mounted on girders. The girders are 
supported at intervals of about 60 feet 
by transverse bents generally built in 
the form of a T. The columns are 
built in the center of the street so as 
to interfere as little as possible with 
street traffic. 

There are several important advan- 
tages in such a system of transportation. 
The first is speed. A monorail system 
planned between Long Beach and the 
San Fernando valley (a distance of 
over 45 miles) is expected to have a 
maximum speed between stations of 60 
miles per hour. . 

Second, construction costs are far less 
than for subways. In New York, sub- 
way construction is estimated to cost 
between $10,700,000 per mile for above- 
ground-water work in outlying areas to 
$13,400,000 below-ground downtown. 


Drawback to Monorail 


By comparison, the Los Angeles coun- 
ty monorail is estimated to cost $3,100,- 
000 per mile. And right-of-way costs 
for an overhead-suspended system are 
well below those for a tunneled system. 


But for those who are concerned 
with making a tity a pleasant place in 
which to live rather than merely an 
asphalt, brick, and steel machine, there 
is a serious drawback to the monorail. 
When one contemplates the idea of a 
light-excluding, noisy, girdered struc- 
ture along the length of Charles stseet 
in Baltimore, say, one shudders. 


As a commuter system, however, ‘pos- 
sibly using existing railroad rights of 
way, with a feeder system into the 
downtown area, the monorail has much 
to recommend it. 

Conveyor-belt systems have been 
highly developed in industry. . They 
move vast quantities of materials, from 
raw ores to fragile packages, over moun- 
tains, through factories, into stores. A 
“moving sidewalk” has been installed 
in the Houston Coliseum to carry 15,000 
people an hour across a bridge from a 
parking lot to an auditorium. 

So far, no such system is in use for 
large-scale mass transportation, but a 
conveyor belt with cars mounted on it 
—<dubbed, as was probably inevitable, a 
“carveyor’—has been designed to re- 
place the present Grand Central-Times 
Square shuttle subway in New York. 
Its status there is currently in doubt 
for political reasons. 

The design for the New York shut- 
tle’s “carveyor” is relatively simple. A 
passenger enters a station and s 

nto a loading-platform belt which is 

at about half the average walk- 
ing speed. Moving at the same speed 
on a parallel conveyor belt are small 
cars built to hold 10 to 15 persons each. 
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-As each car arrives at the loading 
platform, its doors open automatically; 
they close again as they near the plat- 
form’s end. Once clear of the plat- 
form the car passes over a bank of, ac- 
celeration wheels which gradually step 
up its speed to 15 miles per hour. 

Approaching the next station, the car 
is slowed by passing over another bank 
of wheels which decelerate it; at the 
station the doors automatically open. 
The cycle is repeated as the car moves 
endlessly around the conveyor system. 

This, potentially, may be the most 
satisfactory system yet devised for mov- 
ing urban masses. Bus, streetcar and 
subway schedules are based on “aver- 
age” demands for service, and irritating 
waits on street corners are common. At 
present only the automobile operates 
on individual demand, but then only 
for private transportation. - 


Magic Combination 


But the moving-belt system, with its 
continuous line of cars, offers the 
magic- combination: public transporta- 
tion meeting individual demand. When- 
ever a customer arrives at a station 
and steps on the loading-platform belt, 
there is a car available. 

Such a system, moreover, offers the 
rider speed. The bus, streetcar and 
automobile operate on public right of 
ways, the streets. They can only travel 
at speeds determined by the over-all 
traffic movement. But the moving belt 
would not have to contend with traffic. 

And such a system offers the rider 
cheap transportation. The most ex- 
pensive form of transportation for pub- 
lic carriers is surface operations. The 
New York City Transit Authority re- 
ports that the cost of operating surface 
lines for the nine months that ended 
last March 31 was nearly 90 cents per 
revenue-vehicle-mile. In the same period 
the authority spent a fraction over 
70 cents to operate its subway lines. 


The operation and maintenance costs 
of running a conveyor belt would be 
even less.* An important factor in this 
is the smaller labor force that would be 
necessary. Estimates made for the 
Times Square shuttle project indicate 
that the “carveyor’s” operating costs 
would be only half as great as the cost 
of running the present subway. 


Ideal—Park and Ride 


The ideal mass-transportation system 
for the modern city, then, probably 
consists of a ring of parking areas 
around the central core, with fast feed- 
er lines—bus or monorail—tying them 
to the outlying suburbs.. At parking- 
area terminals riders would transfer to 
conveyor belts which would bring them 
quickly and cheaply to their downtown 
destinations. The vital core of a city 
thus relieved of congestion would again 
have its place in the sun. 


But there is no easy answer to the 
paramount question of how to bring 
about this ideal; how to arrest the 
present trend of strangiflation-by-auto- 
mobile. The need can be simply stated: 
Transit use must be made more attrac- 
tive than automobile use, or the margin 
of convenience between transit and auto 
must be widened. 


But what is also needed is the re- 
orientation of both public and govern- 
ment thinking. We must abandon the 
false premise that the automobile is the 
only acceptable means of transportation 
and that all possible steps must be 
taken to increase its efficie 

The solutions are sev but no more 
so than the problem itself. To save a 
dying patient, extreme measures are 
often called for—and this patient is in 
very bad shape, indeed.

Proof or Hoax? 


ATLANTIS: THE MYSTERY UNRAVELLED, by Juergen 
Spanuth (Citadel, 207 pgs., $4). 

More than 2300 years ago Plato men- 
tioned in two of his works the legend of 
Atlantis, a once mighty kingdom whose 
warriors went out to unite Europe and 
Asia Minor under their leadership but 
were destroyed by the Egyptians, while 
the island of Atlantis was swallowed up 
by the sea. Ever since, much has been 
written about Atlantis, with most seri- 
ous scholars taking the viewpoint that 
whatever the historical background of 
the legend may be there is nothing to 
prove that Atlantis actually existed. 


Mr. Spanuth, a German author, comes 
up with a theory which maintains that 
the legend is true in all respects and 
that the Atlanteans were a Nordic peo- 
ple from the German island of Heligo- 
land. His book is full of scientific and 
archeological speculations— but alas, 
it’s all circumstantial evidence which it 
is as difficult to prove as it is to dis- 
prove. These are the conclusions at 
which the author arrives: 

1. The Atlanteans were identical with 
the northern and sea peoples of the in- 
scriptions and papyri of Ramses III. 2. 
The archeological material confirms the 
accuracy of the Egyptian statements 
and certifies the origin of these people 
from the North Sea area 3. The de- 
scriptions of the island of Basileia show 
a similarity to conditions found on the 
remaining islands off the North Sea. 4. 
The time of the events was the thir- 
teenth century B.C. when a great cli- 
matic catastrophe afflicted the earth, 
particularly earthquakes and floods. 

Finally, in 1948 and again in 1952, 
the author led a marine expedition to 
Heligoland,- where divers discovered 
wall sections on the sea bed, ramparts, 
cobbled streets and places covered with 
tiles. How the walls and ramparts 
could survive the heavy seas for so 
many centuries is not explained. The: 
whole story undoubtedly sounds unbe- 
lievable, and may be even a hoax. But 
we must admit the book, fantastic 
though it may be, is interesting enough, 
if only for the historical material which 
it collects, Its conclusions, however, are 
far from convincing.

Melodies for Our Minds 


THE VIKING BOOK OF FOLK BALLADS, edited 
by Albert 8. Friedman. (Viking, $4.95.) 

By rights ballads should be sung, not 
read, but modern civilization being 
what it is, we must be content to read 
their texts and hear their melodies in 
our minds, It was a Harvard professor, 
Francis James Child, who made the 
first monumental collection of British 
ballads some 70 years ago, and it is 
another Harvard scholar who makes the 
admirable collection in the present vol- 
ume. Several hundred examples are 
included, drawn from the whole Eng- 
lish-speaking world, all checked for au- 
thenticity and presented under generic 
headings. 

Although British ballads form the 
backbone of the collection, the Amer- 
ican examples stand up well, especially 
Negro ballads. The editor doesn't think 
that balladry can.ever be recalled with- 
out turning back the clock of civiliza- 
tion, One of the best things about this 
fine book is Mr. Friedman's long and 
masterly essay on the ballad itself. 


The Beauty of Mountains 
MONT BLANC TO EVEREST, by Gaston Rebuffat. 

(Studio-Crowell, $6.95.) 

The Frenchman who took the 69 pho- 
tographs in this book (eight of them in 
color) is said to have dedicated his life 
to capturing the beauty and mystery of 
mountains in pictures.

GENEVA. 

T is amusing, far away in 

Switzerland where you feel 

cut off from American poli- 
tics, to find yourself asked at 
every meal by your neighbors 
what you think is going to hap- 
pen on election day. 


I sat between an Italian and 
a Frenchman at lunch the other 
day and each one, in turn, gave 
me a little dissertation on 
American politics. Nothing was 
as difficult, however, as when 
I was asked last night to ex- 
plain the Electoral College sys- 


= * tem. 


Just how many votes are 
there in the Electoral College? 
I didn’t know. I could tell how 
many votes a state had in the 
Democratic convention, but I 
had completely forgotten the 
details of how the Electoral 
College works. It is really good 
to be pinned down on your own 
government by foreigners, be- 
cause it makes you go home and 
look up things carefully. 

Tt*is also’ interesting to read 
over here some of the column- 
ists that are reprinted in the 
European edition of the New 
York Tribune. I was especially , 
interested in what Joseph Alsop 
said about the small poll made 
in Seattle and Portland, Ore. 
If I had been asked, I would 
have said exactly what he did 
about the way the vote is lining 
up at the present time. So I felt 
quite proud to have my hunch 
verified, even by a small poll.

Wilson was a waitress in St. 
Louis when she met her hus- 
band-to-be, a temporarily unem- 
ployed cook and a World War I 
veteran. They were married in 
1930, soon thereafter established 
a restaurant on Miami street. 

All was not well in this ar- 
rangement. Wilson’s health was 
poor. It was a struggle to make 
ends meet. The future of the 
family was in jeopardy. One 
day a customer talked to Mrs. 
Wilson about the remote Gang 
area in the hills northeast of 
Eminence. He said conditions 
might be on the primitive ‘side 
but that a family interested 
enough could make out with 
little income and a lot of work.

effects. Wilson’s health im- 
proved and when a vacancy on 
the Midridge mail route devel- 
oped, he successfully applied 
for it. 

Three years ago, Mrs. Wil- 
son took over the partiy 
because her husband again 
needed medical treatment at 
the time, partly to help her for- 
get the accidental death of her 
youngest child. Five surviving 
daughters and two sons range 
in age from 9 to 25 years. All 
have gone or will go to high 
school at Eminence, which re- 
quires a four-and-one-half-mile 
walk, unless their father drives 
a school bus as he did last year. 

The first time Mrs. Wilson 
substituted for her husband, 
she had four small children. As 
usual, high water had washed 
away any semblance of a road. 
It was necessary to ride a 
horse, the first time she had 
been on one for any length of 
time. 

“I never told the family,” 
she says now, “but when I fi- 
nally got home from that trip, 
I felt like a veteran cowboy 
looks.” 

Midridge, now basking in ob- 
scurity as a store and post of- 
fice, has seen more active days. 
It came into existence in 1931 
two years after a spur was built 
into the area by the old Mis- 
souri Southern which ran from 
Leeper on the Missouri Pacific 
Lines to Bunker, 1144 miles due 
north of here. 

The first postmaster was Ed- 
ward R. Asher, who had arrived 
from Bunker with the railroad 
to be a timber buyer for the in- 
terests owning the railroad.

OST of us find that the 
gurgling of a brook or the 
crash of waves on the shore 
are restful sounds but the whis- 
tling of water rushing through 
a water pipe is something else 
again. 


This particular noise that is 


found in many homes is caused 
by water being forced through

small pipes under considerable 
pressure. As long as the water 
is in the straight runs of pipe 
you don’t have any trouble but 
when it hits a fitting such as a 
bend in the lines, you get a lot 
of noise. 


This situation can be elimin- 
ated by reducing the speed at 
which the water flows through 
the pipes or by using larger 
size pipes. In many cases 
neither of these solutions is too 
practical. Another less drastic 
remedy is to cover the pipes 
with hair felt. This acts as in- 
sulation against the passage of 
sound and so, while the water 
still makes a noise going 
through the pipes, you can’t 
hear it. 


Im many cases the small 
amount of sound created by the 
water in the pipe is amplified 
many times over by the house 
structure. The way to correct 
this is not to let water pipes 
come into direct contact with 
surfaces such as walls and 
floors. 

Fresh water pipes are not the 
only ones that make too much 
noise. Many drain lines and 
even gutters are the cause of 
loss of sleep, and here again, 
the solution is to cover the pipe 
or gutter with insulation and 
try to keep it from coming into 
direct contact with any large 
surface of the house that might 
act as a sounding board.
